The European Crisis 
ATTEMPT TO REDUCE 


OVERLAPPING | 


Discussions on the plight of European Jewry - 
predominated at last Sunday's meeting of the Board 
of Deputics. The President, Proressor S. Brover- 
sky (Leeds United), presided. 

Before presenting the report of the Joint Forcign 
Committee, the President said he had received a 
letter trom Mr. Leonard Stein (Joint Chairman of 
the Joint Foreign Committee) regretting his inability 
to be present owing to pressing Home Guard duties. 

The report gave a detailed account of the Jewish 
Situation im Europe, and stated that action was 
being continued, and the whole situation was unde: 
the carnest and constant attention of the Com- 
mittee. Discussion of the problems of relict and 
reconstruction after the war had made considerable 
progress, and all the United Nations’ Governments 
were submitting the preliminary schedules of the 
requirements of their populations in food, clothing, 
medicines, and other goods immediately after the 
liberation of their countries from Nazi occupation. 

Protessor Brodetsky said that on October | they 
saw the Under-Secretary of State for Forcign 
Allairs, Mr. Law, at the Foreign Office, and they 
raised the matter of the Nazi policy of extermina- 
tion of the Jews in Europe. They asked for a 
declaration by’ the British, American, and other 
United Nations specifically denouncing this policy 
of assassination, They raised also the question ot 
reluge for Jews im _ various parts of the world, 
including the neutral countries, Palestune, and so on. 

[he speaker mentioned further approaches and 
mectings that had tak-n place since. 


Joint Consubative Committee 


When it became necessary to press more definitely 
for action, in addition to what was done, the Joint 
Foreign Committee decided to form a joint’ con- 
sultative Committee representing, in addition to the 
Joint Foreign Committee itself, the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine, the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress, and the Agudas Isracl. It met 
for the first time with the co-operation of the Chiet 
Rabbi and the Jewish representatives on the Polish 
National Council and the Jewish representative on 
the Czechoslovak, National Council 

He paid tribute to the work done in the various 
negotiations by the bodies represented on the Con-

M.B.E. FOR AIRMAN 


His Second Award for Heroism 


Warrant Ollicer Joseph Michael Davis, B.E.M., 
R.A.F., has been awarded the M.B.E. The ofhcial 
citation describing the deed which gamed this new 
award ts as follows: 

‘Warrant Officer Davis was on duty in the armament 
section when he was odvised that a Wellineton aircralt was 
on fire on a landing ground near by Knowing that the 
aircraft had a number of high-explosive and imeccndiary 
bombs on board, he ied a party of four to the scene with the 
intention of removing the bombs from the aicratt and 
rolling them away to safety. When he reached the Welline- 
ton he found the rear of the fuselage and the entire Star- 
board wing on fire and realised that the tucl tanks or bombs 
might cxplode at any moment Disregarding this erave 
danecr,. WO. Davis entered the aircraft and, after ascertain- 
ing that all bomb fuses were in the safe position, he con- 
nected the accumulators to the bomb-trelcase ecar and 
jettisoned the entire load. 

‘He then teft the aircraft and, with his four assistants, 
was ready to roll the bombs clear. He found that by this 
time the burning starboard wing was about to collapse; he 
accordingly ordered his men to stand away. Shortly alfter- 
wards the petrol tanks burst and the bombs exploded. The 
action of WO. Davis io causing the bombs to be on the 
ground when they exploded minimised the effect of the 
explosion. Had they detonated while inside the arcralt 
considerable damage might have been caused to other arn- 
craft in the vicinity from burning fragments scaticred by 
the cxplosions. This possible catastrophe was averted by 
the gallant action of WO. Davis.”’ 

This heroic member of the R.A.F. was earlier 
awarded the British Empire Medal (in February, 
1941). we

* Bombardier Maurice L: Londer, U.S. Army Air 
Corps, of Mingeapolis, has been awarded the Silver 
Star for gallantry in action, and has been promoted 
to the rank of sergeant The work which gamed 
him his medal was carried out in an air attack on 
the Japanese base at Rabaul during the battle of the 
Solomons. 


MASS-MURDER 
PLAN 


Official Inter-Allied 


Statement 


A general picture of the ghastly events in occu- 
pied Europe 1s given in an official statement, issued 
last week, by the Inter-Allicd Information Com- 
mittee, representing the Allied Governments in 
London. As the statement declares, “ no attempt 
has been made to present a complete historical 
record—that would not be possible, for many of 
the details have been shrouded in death itself—but 
sufficient 1s shown to reveal the continent-wide con- 
sistency of the persecution that is now taking place. 
The statement thus presents but a summary of 
evidence. It ts also a terrible indictment.” 

The most complete massacre was in Yugoslavia, 
where, according to the statement, all but a few 
hundred of the 86,000 Jews were slaughtered. 

Perhaps the most revolting feature of the perse- 
cutions ss the treatment of the children, who were 
torn from their mothers and left to wander help- 
lessly im the streets or herded into workhouses. 
Many of them were too young to know their names, 
and, being without identification marks, have be- 
come completely uatraceable. 

The extent of the horrors in Poland is now 
common knowledge. Less well known to the 
general public are the details of the persecutions 
in Holland, Belgium, France, Norway, Czecho- 
slovakia, Luxembourg, and ‘Cireece. (These have 
been reported fully in THe Jewtsu CHronicire trom 
time to time.) 


The Nazi Technique 


The Inter-Alliced statement gives valuable 
analysis of the method of Nazi persecution in the 
occupied countries. It shows how, very shortly 
after invasion, comparatively “ mild” anti-Jewish 
decrees are introduced which deprive Jews of their 
civil rights, and dismiss them trom administrative 
posts, and sequester their property. 

“ Then, when the Jews are thus diflerentiated 
from the rest of the population, the pace and inten- 
sity of persecution grew.” Jews were arrested 
wholesale and thrown mio concentration camps, 
deportations became more frequent, Jews were 
crowded mito separate quarters, tamuilics were 
broken up, and slave-labour was introduced. 
Finally, when many people thought that such 
horrors had reached a climax, there came news 
of a general mtensification of anti-Jew measures. 
Evidence has now emerged of the full Ley and 
Rosenberg psan—* transcending anything in his- 
tory “for exterminating the Jews. It is this plan 
at which civilisation now stands aghast. 


“ Neither the ruling Hitlerite clique nor the base 
executors of its criminal bloody orders shall escape 
the vengeance of the liberated nations.” This 
warning is given by the People’s Commissariat for 
Foreign Affairs in a comprehensive review of the 
crimes committed by the Germans against Jews in 
all occupied parts of Europe, including territorits 
belonging to the Soviet Union. 


YISHUV DEEPLY MOVED 
* Gratitude for Declaration 


The announcement of the Allied declaration on 
the mass murders of Jews in Europe and the speech 
of Mr. Anthony Eden, Foreign Secretary, in the 
House of Commons last week, were received by the 
entire Yishuvy with feclings of deep emotion and 
profound gratitude, reports the J.T.A. 

The Hebrew press praised the declaration as an 
expression of noble sympathy which reached ils 
climax in the memorable scene when the House 
of Commons rose in silence to pay tribute to the 
memory of the victims. At the same time, the news- 
papers renewed the plea to the British and the 
Allied Governments not to rest satisfied with 
expressing sympathy, but to take immediate 
practical steps to stay the murderers’ hand and save 
the remnants of the Jewish people by approaching 
the neutral countries for refuge for those who might 
still be saved. 


GOODWILL GESTURE 


Every Jew in one of the largest units of the U.S. 
Army in England has volunteered for duty so that 
Christians originally: scheduled for .work may be 
free on Christmas Eve and Christmas Day, and 
New Year's Eve and New Year's Day. 

The offer, “ symbol of complete understanding 
existing between religious groups in our armed 
forces,’ was announced yesterday (reports the 
Daity Express) by the spokesman of the Jewish 
soldiers within the unit. ,

NAZIS JEER AT THE 
DECLARATION 


‘A Jewish Advertising Stunt’ 


The Allied declaration on the massacres of Jews 
is being explained away in Berlin as corroboration 
of the Nazi theory that the Allied Governments are 
dependent on the political wishes of the Jews. 

Anticipating the declaration, the German press 
gave accounts of “ inhumane ™ conduct of British 
and American soldiers, and they spoke of ant- 
Allied demonstrations in Persia. 

Braun von Stumm, the Nazi spokesman, pressed 
by a neutral journalist to give the German reaction 
to the declaration, said that this atrocity propa- 
ganda was mainly intended to enliven Christmas 
business in the Jewish department stores in New 
York and London. 

The official Nazi News Agency referred 
Eden's declaration as “ nothing but a piece ol 
typical Brittsh-Jewish atrocity propaganda, inspired, 
caused, and signed by people who would rather see 
Europe drowned in blood than give up the 
domination over the peoples of Europe. The enemy, 
after the victories claimed against the Axis im 
French North Africa and on the Soviet front had 
failed to materialise, was on the lookout for some 
propaganda diversion. The Jewish question in 
Europe has been picked as a suitable subject. The 
hypocrisy of Eden's declaration is exposed by the 
fact that :t has also been made on behalf of the 
Bolsheviks, whose bloody Jewish regime has 
— the sacrifice of millions of innocent 
ives. 


What They Tell the Poles 


But in Poland itself the Nazis have had to invent 
a new line to explain to the Poles the cause of the 
disappearance of large numbers of Jews trom the 
ghettoes, many of the smaller of which are now 
* judenrein.”’ Large street posters and the Nazi 
press inform the Poles that it has become necessary 
to liquidate the ghettoes in order to combat the 
typhus epidemic, and to remove the Jews elsewhere 
so as to saleguard the non-Jewish population.

He 
then congratulated him upon the 
excellent way in which supplies 
were going torward, shook him 
a woe warmly by the hand, and left, 
ee. leaving a slightly bewildered and 
Lt. Schwab fliisicered young officer The 
officer in question was Lieutenant Harry Schwab, 
whose parents are well-known London communal 
workers. This charming incident was narrated to 
me by Major Louis Rabinowitz, of London, the 
Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Middle East Forces. 
*.* Licutenant Schwab is the youngest son of Mr. and 
Mes. Julius Schwab. Mr. Schwab is the Grand President ot 
the B'nai B'rith, and Mrs. Schwab has been prominent in 
work for the refugees. Licutenant Schwab served tor about 
a year in Iceland before going to the Near Bast. 


MENTIONED DISPATCHES 


Captain Simon Holman has been mentioned tn 
dispatches for conspicuous conduct in Burma. 

Dr. Holman was Medical Officer to the Highgate 
General Dispensary, Birmingham, up to the out- 
break of the war. .He was an active member of 
the Birmingham Men's Zionist Society. Mrs. 
Holman, his wife, was well known in Jewtsh 
musical circles. She joined her husband in Burma, 
but they are now both safe in India, 


THIRTY DAYS OF MOURNING 

A proclamation to the Yishuv calling*for the 
observing of thirty days of mourning im protest 
against the Nazi atrocities and to press for the 
demand to open the gates of Palestine to refugees, 
has been issued by the Vaad Leumi. The period of 
mourning began with the Fast of Tebeth. During 
the month the Yishuy will abstain from all amuse- 
ments and dances, and will associate itself with the 
memory of the martyrs. Special prayers have been 
fixed by the Chief Rabbinate of Palestine to be 


read on Mondays and Thursdays.

SALVER AS GIFT TO 
LORD MAYOR 


Old Custom Revived 


An interesting ceremony took place at the 
Mansion House, London, on Monday morning, 
when « deputation representing the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation presented a salver to 
the Lord Mayor ot London, Sir Samuel Josep. 

In introducing the deputation, Mr. A. A. Romain, 
a member of the Mahamad, told the Lord Mayor 
that they had come to manifest in person their pro- 
found satisfaction at the election of one of thei 
coreligionists to the important office which he now 
occupied, They felt that, especially in these days, 
it was important that they, as members of Su 
Samuel's own faith, should marx their great 
pleasure at his election as Lord Mayor by some 
signal act which would appeal to him personally. 
The deputation that waited upon him, continued 
Mr. Romain, represented a community that has 
worshipped within the boundaries of the City of 
London sinee 1657, the days of Cromwell. It was 
now ol special significance to recall the fact that 
the tounders of the Anglo-Jewish Community had 
come to this country as refugees from reliious per- 
secutions and that their Synagogue in Bevis Marks 

the oldest extant on British soi!-——has since 1701 
enjoyed the peace and prosperity which thei ances- 
tors shared in common with thew fellow-citizens of 
other faiths 

After recalling historic connections between 
the Congregation and the civic lite of the City 
of London, Mr. Romain said it was all the more 
significant in these days that Sir Samuel-—loyal to 
their great heritage—had been elected by his tcllow- 
ciuzens to the important office he now held and 
that they nught offer hum a gift. not only as an 
expression of their feelings towards him personally, 
but also as a symbol of thew deep appreciation of 
the religious freedom and political and civil equality 
which all loyal subjects of His Majesty the Kme 
enjoyed without distinction of any kind 

Mr. D. V. N, da Costa associated himself, as 
President of the Elders, with that unique function 
by asking the Lord Mayor to accept the historic 
gift of a salver that was presented by the Congre- 
gation to one of his predecessors mw the year 1728. 

This presentation had a lone and interesting 
history behind if Ihe synagogue records showed 
that as far back as 1670 the Congregation pre- 
sented to the then Lord Mayor, Sw Richard bord,

PARLIAMENT AND THE 
MASSACRES 
Thorough Retribution 


PRACTICAL HELP WHERE 
POSSIBLE 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


When the House of Commons heard Mr. Edea 
make the Declaration of the United Nations— 
printed in our last week's issue just as it was going 
to press Mr. S. S. Si-verman (Lab., Nelson and 
Colne) was the first to thank him, as he had put 
the question which brought the Foreign Secretary 
up to make the historic statement. 

Mr. Silverman said that Mr. Eden had given cloquent 
expression to the conscience of humanity im this matter. He 
asked whether the phrase that “* those responsible “* for the 
crimes would not escape retribution would include anybody 
actively associated with the carrying out of the orders. 
Also, whether the Forcign Secretary was consulting with the 
United Nations’ Governments and his own colleagues as to 
what constructive measures of relicf were immediately 
Practicable 

Mr. Eden replied that it was the intention that all persons 
who could properly be held responsible for the crimes, 
whether the ringleaders of the actual perpetrators of the 
outrages. should be treated alike and brought to book. As 
fegards the second question, Mr. Silverman knew the 
immense difficultics in the way of what he suggested. but 
he micht be sure the Government would do all they could to 
alleviate these horrors, though he feared that what they 
could do at this Stage must inevitably be slight 

Me R. W SORENSEN (Lab... West Leyton) suggested 
Possifie co-operation with -non-belligerent and neutral 
Governments to secure the emigration of Iews. say. to 
Sweden or some other neutral country: and Mr. Eden «aid 
he would be only too elad to see anything of the kind but 
Mr Sorensen would understand the ciroumstances 


But for the Grace of God... 


Me James ve (Lib... Isle of Ely) speaking 
with cmotion,. expressed to Mr. Eden and the House the 
gtcat cmotion and really gratetul techng that would permeate 
the Jews in this country and the Empire at the cloquent and 
just denunciation which had just been made “ Among the 
Jewish subjects of His Majesty.” he said. “ there are many 
to<iay who have been in this country only for a ecneration 
or %© Ihey will feel that but for the grace of God they 
themuscives might be among the victims of the Nazi tyranny 
at the present time [hey might be in those ghettocs, those 
concentration camps, those slaughter-houses will 
have many rclations whom they mourn. and I feel sure they 
will be gratcful to Mr. Eden and to the United Nations for 
this Declaration 1 trust that this proclamation will, through 
the medium of the B.B.C.. percolate throughout the German- 
infested countrics, and that it may give some faim hope 
and courage to the unfortunate victims of torment and insult 
and dceradation Ihey have shown in their misery and 
unhappiness great fortitude and ereat courage. | hope when 
this news gocs to them they-will feel that they are supported 
and strengthened by the British Government and the other 
United Nations, and that they will be enabled to continuc 
to signify that they still uphold the dignity of man.” 

Mea WD Lirson (Ind... Cheltenham) associated himsclf 
with cvcrvthing said by Mr. de Rothschild and Mr. Silver- 
man, and asked Mr. Eden whether. in broadcasting the 
Declaration to the German people, it would be made clear 
to them that thrs was not war but murder. and that they 
must be held in some measure responsible if they allowed 
then Crovernment to carry out their horrible intentions 

Mr. Eden said that was preciscly what was in the minds 
of H.M. Government when they took Steps to set the 
Declaration in motion. He accepted a sugacstion of Mr 
Silverman that broadcasts should express appreciation of 
acts of courage done all over Europe by individuals who 
took enormous risks in order to reicr what help they could 
to those who were suffering. To Miss Rathbonc’s inquiry 
whether the Declaration would be addressed to the Govern- 
ments and peoples of Hitler's unwilling allies. the other Axis 
countries, who might be able to do much to secure the 
rescuc of victims, Mr. Eden replied: “* That has already 
been arranged.” 

Alt this point an unobtrusive back-bencher, Me W. S 
Cruse (Lab., South Islington) inquired: Is it possible, Mr 
Speaker. tor members of the House to rise in their places 
and stand in silence in support of this protest against 
disgusting barbarism” 

Mr Speaker: That should be a spontgntous act by the 
House as a whole . 

Whereupon the whole House rose, and remained standing 
for a minute in complete silence. Later, members adjourned 
for the Christmas recess and carricd away the memory of one 
of the most impressive Parliamentary incidents of the war 


PEERS AND SANCTUARY FOR 
VICTIMS 


Viscount Samuel, who was among speakers tn the 
House of Lords, where the Declaration was read 
by the Lord Chancellor (Viscount Simon), said it 
relaitcd to one of the greatest calamities that had 
ever befallen a section of mankind. 

These dreadful events, said Lord Samuel, were an outcome 
of quite deliberate, planned, conscious cruclty of human 
beings The only events even remotely paralic) were the 
Armenian massacres of SO years ago at the order of the 
Sukan Abdul Hamid, which were also carried into effect 
lareec!ly under the cloak of deportation. They were one 
of the causes of the downfall of the Turkish Empire. So, 
said Lord Samuel, these evems, on a far vaster scale, would 
heip to bring about the destruction of the Hitlerite dictator- 
ship. which was already plunging to its doom. 

Perhaps I may be allowed.”” Lord Samucl went on, as 
being myself a member of the Jewish Commiunity, to express 
on behalf of the Jews of this country and throughout the 
world. gratitude to H.M. Government and to the United 
Nations for the action that they are taking. The Declaration 
ends with a promise of full retribution, and that is just and 
right and necessary. But in the minds of Jews throughout 
the world. and in the minds of very many others of all 
creeds and in all countries, there arises the question whether 
some positive action cannot still be taken for the rescue of 
these unhappy victims, and particularly of the children. 
I know how erceat the difficulties are, but still there are

some neutral countries, rising as islands of freedom in a 
submerged Europe, and it is possible that with their co- 
operavon some measures of rescue might be dilected. Will 
H.M. Government, will the United Nations. listening to the 
crics of a people in agony, bring them some succour?” 

The Bishop of London supported what Lord Samuel had 
said. ‘“* We are all conscious of a horribic sense of im- 
potence,” said the Bishop, “ and this great and magnificent 
and moving Dectaration, satisfying though it is. docs not 
remove that sense of our impotence now to bring help to 
those who suffer. I hope it may be quite clear that we and 
our Allies still offer, and offer freely and gladly. asvium to 
all who can escape and rcmove themselves from the clutches 
of this Nazi terror.” it would be an enceuragement. he 
added, if the Allied Nations were able to say to the neutral 
nations: “tor all those of the Jewish race whom you 
receive from this tyranny, we undertake to take our share 
in the cost of their maintenance now and, when the war is 
over and resetticment is possibic, in placing them clsewhere 
in a permanent and abiding home.” : 

Viscount Cecil of Chelwood trusted very ca?nestly that the 
Sugecstions made by Lord Samuc! and the Bishop as to the 
attempt to rescuc possible future victims of this horrible 
crime, would be consklered: Viscount Maugham said he was 
heartily in accord with the principles involved in the 
Declaration, and also with the speeches made in support 
of it: Lord Rochester, speaking for the vast body of Free 
Churchmen throughout the country, associated himscif with 
all that had been said: and the Duke of Norfolk said all 
the Catholics in this country associated themselves most 
thoroughly with the Declaration 


JEWS AND BROADCASTING 
FACILITIES 


Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson asked the 
Minister of Information whether seeing that the 
Je@s were the only people selected for continuous 
anti-racial attack by the enemy on the radio he 
would afford Jews the opportunity of reply as 
early and as often as possible. 

Mr. Thurtle: Attacks against the Jews have been 
a nauseating feature of German radio propaganda 
ever since Hitler took over the government in 
Germany, and the B.B.C., just like the British 
press, has always given ample publicity to state- 
ments by leading Jews and others in answer to the 
German charges 

Cdr, Locker-Lampson: Has not the time come 
for regular broadcasting in favour of Jewry by the 

Mr. Thurtle: I think the B.B.C. will always be 
willing to give full publicity to statements of that 
kind whenever they think the time is opportune.

AN UNFORGETTABLE SCENE 
Historic Drama in Parliament 
From Mr, A. L,. FASTERMAN 


To the Editor: of THe JewitsH 


Sin.—These are moments of high and historic 
drama. when the House of Commons, with unex- 
pected spontaneity, revealed itself, not only as the 
greatest Parliamentary institution of all the ages, 
but as the voice of a nation in whom the traditions 
of democratic justice lie deeply embedded. Thurs- 
dav. December 17, 1942, was such an occasion and 
to those who witnessed, as it was my own proud 
privilege to do, the breath-taking scene of Britain's 
Parliamentary Representatives rising in a body to 
pay the homage ot mourning for Jewry’s dead and 
to proclaim protests for the sufferings of the 
Children of Israel, will not forget the. eloquent 
symbol of Britain's greatness and nobility. 
~The House had listened in an almost over- 
powered silence, broken, at moments, with gasps, 
as the Secretary of State for Foreign. Affairs, in 
measured phrase and thundering emphasis, re- 
counted the diabolical crimes of rapine and mass 
murder wreaked upon millions of innocent Jewish 
men, women, and children of the race of Jesus of 
Nazareth. The torrent of questioning that followed 
Mr. Eden's declaration that the United Nations 
resolved to exact retribution upon the satanic 
criminals of Nazi Germany, had reached its climax 
of indignation. Suddenly, from the obscure corner 
near the Speaker's Chair, the quivering voice of a 
small man was barely heard to ask that the House 
of Commons might rise in sympathy with the 
Jewish people and in protest against Nazi infamy. 
A mucmur swept through the packed benches—a 
murmur of approval, as well as of sheer surprise 
that so great a gesture should have come from a 
man—a working man—so unobtrusive. 

The House of Commons rose. The British 
Cabinet, complete save for the Prime Minister 
himself, rose. The Distinguished Strangers, con- 
spicuous by the tall, gaunt figure of Lord Simon, 
the Lord Chancellor, rose. The visitors in the 
Gallery rose. With bowed heads 300 men and 
women stood in silence. The minute that passed 
was an age of time. We heard the cries of Jewish

Great Gathering In New York 


SENATOR’S WORDS TO ENGLAND 
AND U.S.A, 


Last week, at a gathering in New York attended 
by more than a thousand adherents of the Jewish 
Army cause, says our New York correspondent, 
US. Government and civic leaders representing a 
significant cross-section of American public 
opinion, voiced ardent approval of the Jewish 
Army scheme for stateless and Palestinian Jews. 

The speakers, headed by Senator Alben Barkley, 
Democratic majority leader, included Edwin C. 
Johnson, Governor Chase Clark, of Idaho. and 
Pierre Van Paassen, Chairman of the American 
Committee for a Jewish Army. 

Frederic March read a proclamation over the 
N.B.C. network which was broadcast to millions. 
In the course of it he declared that there comes a 
time in the life of each of us when opportunity is 
given to participate in some noble cause. “ It 
comes to me,” he added. “ in the chance of becom- 
ing one of the Committee for a Jewish Army.” 

Senator Johnson, in the course of a fervent 
speech, said: “ England and the United States must 
get together and stop passing the buck, stop dilly- 
dallying, and stop playing at tiddlywinks. They 
must immediately allow the formation of an all 
Jewish Army.” The Jewish Army, he continued, 
must participate in this war as a full-fledged belli- 
gerent ally under their own banner, fighting as 
Jews against those who are endeavouring to exter- 
minate them merely because they are Jews. 

Mr. Van Paassen made a stirring appeal to the 
conscience of America to translate the ideals of 
Democracy into action and help in the creation 
of a Jewish Army even now while the battle for 
the world of to-morrow is being fought. 

The gathering was held in honour of the thou- 
sands of signatories of the Jewish Army proclama- 
tion. It was attended by people from all parts of 
the country and messages of greeting and encourage- 
ment were sent from many hundreds of others. 


JEWISH UNITS IN LIBYA, 


General Montgomery's Praise 


Jewish units attached to the Eighth Army in 
Libya have earned praise far their distinguished 
services during the new offensive, according to 
announcements by the military authorities. 

The First Camouflage Company of the Roval 
Engineers, which consists mostly of Jews... was 
specially mentioned by General Montgomery for 
particularly good work during the advance, The 
military authorities also expressed high apprecia- 
tion of the excellent services rendered by several 
Jewish units fighting with the advanced British 
Forces. These Jewish units include five under the 
command of a Jewish major, At the same time, 
a senior British officer made a statement praising 


the efficiency and craftsmanship of the Jewish 
signal units.

a pipe of wine. In 1675, a banquet was given to 
the Congregation by the Lord Mayor of the day. 
This “ concordat " between the City and the Con- 
gregation, as it had been felicitously termed, was 
afterwards on numerous occasions manifested by 
the gift to the Lord Mayor of a picce of plate, 
usually in the form of a salver, as they had it be- 
fore them that day, or of a cup, such as was at 
present in the possession of the Synagogue at 
Bevis Marks. 

Ihe present salver which bore the coat of arms 
of the Congregation, was the one presented by 
the Synagogue to Sir Edward Becher. the Lord 
Mayor in 1728. 

Ihe Lord Mayor, replying with a warm expres- 
sion of his thanks, said that the salver would be a 
permanent reminder: to him, his descendants, and 
to history, of their gracious kindliness and gener- 
osity. Nothing could be more valued or appreciated, 
It was a gem so precious that he would request 
his direct descendants neve: to part with it. 

He recalled that the deputation had most oppore 
tuncly mentioned those two famous men, Sif 
Moses Montetiore and Lord Bearsted, and he was 
delizhted to see two of then kinsmen there that 
morning. His endeavour would be to live up to 
their reputation and, in serving the City as they 
did, to justify the selection .of the livery and 
enhance the reputation of Jewry.

Joseph’s Example 


And Joseph took an oath of the children of 
Israel, saying, God will surely remember you, 
and ye shall carry up my bones from hence.— 
Genesis |, 25. 


S with his father, Joseph's dying wish was that 
his body should find its last resting-place im 
the soil of Canaan, and he made his kinsmen 
swear that they would fulfil his desire. Is it not 
remarkable that Joseph should have had such a 
thought in his mind at the end of his life? We can 
readily understand it of Jacob, Of the hundred 
and forty-seven years of his life, only the last 
seventeen had been spent in Egypt. He had 
reluctantly settled in that land in extreme old age, 
and it is not surprising that he felt himself to be 
a stranger there. He longed for the land of his 
fathers and that his earthly remains should be laid 
beside theirs. 

With Joseph it was otherwise. He had been sold 
as a slave and brought to” Egypt at the age of 
seventecn, and resided continuously in that country 
until the day of his death. He died when he was 
a hundred and ten years old, so that for practically 
a century he had dwelt among Egyptians. Further- 
more, he had attained a most eminent status in 
Egypt, second to Pharaoh; he had married an 
Egyptian woman, the daughter of an Egyptian 
priest: his children were of Egyptian birth, For 
all that. he wanted to be buried in Canaan! 


HAT induced Joseph to make this request, and 
what light does it throw on his character 

and life? The first obvious deduction is_ that 
Joseph was deeply conscious of his Hebrew origin; 
he knew that the blood of the patriarchs flowed in 
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his veins. The thought of them had: never faded 
from his mind and ceased to influence him. 
chance he found himself in Egypt, but its .inhabi- 
tants were not his kith and kin. Through no fault 
of his own he had been parted from his people for 
the most considerable section of his life, and he 
abhorred the prospect of being separated from them 
in death. Not only was he of the Hebrews physi- 
cally: he belonged to them also spiritually, That 
was the feeling which determined his request for 
burial in Canaan. He shared his kinsmen’s beliéfs 
and hopes. He had not lost the faith of his 
ancestors during his long residence in Egypt. It 
had upheld and advanced him throughout his 
romantic career. At the crucial time of testing, 
when he was faced with temptation in Potiphar's 
house, the Midrash beautifally relates that there 
arose betore his eyes the image of his father, and 
that vision gave him mastery over himself. His 
staunch attachmen® to Hebrew ideals ennobled his 
character, alike in adversity and prosperity. 

That was the secret of his life, and it deserves to 
be noted. Jewish teachers have always insisted that 
Judaism is not simply a creed; it is essentially a 
way of living.. Whatever be one’s theological 
beliefs, one’s life 1s Jewish so long as it conforms 
to the ideals and precepts of Judaism. Conversely 
one is not a fauhtul Jew if, in a practical sense, 
ones life ts un-Jewish, though one’s subscription 
to Maimonides’ Thirteen Principles be whole- 
hearted. Nor by a “ Jewish life ” is to be under- 
stood only scrupulous adherence to ceremonial and 
ritualistic Ordinances. As Joseph's life so abund- 
antly demonstrated, there must likewise be loyalty 
to ones people and the highest standards of 
morality in all its*aspects. When he expressed the 
wish to be bus ied in Canaan, he paid public testi- 
mony to the controlling force of his life, the power 
which had kept him pure amidst evil, and thereby 
glorihed the religion of the Hebrews in the sight 
of his fellow-countrymen. 


A SECOND lesson of equal importance is to be 
derived trom Joseph's exampic. He had proved 
himself a devoted servant of Egypt, had rendered 
the State inestimable service in a time of extreme 
crisis, had been the human means of saving the 
population during a long famine. The highest 
honours had been bestowed upon him. Neverthe- 
less, Joseph was a—Hebrew. By his life he demon- 
strated that he could be at one and the same time 
a-toval and distinguished citizen of Egypt and a 
faithful son of the Hebrews. He experienced no 
difficulty in YTeconciling the dual allegiance 
rested upon him. One set of obligations did not 
clash with the other. He was not a worse Hebrew 
because he devoted himsclf zealously to promoting 
the welfare of Egypt. He was not a worse subject 
of Pharaoh because his heart yearned to succour 
his brethren in their distress and have his sepulchre 
in the land of Canaan. 

The importance of this truth cannot be over- 
stressed, because the same dual allegiance falls to 
the lot of every earnest Jew in all ages—loyalty to 
the claims of Judaism and duty to the country of 
his byth or adoption. The wrong way to face the 
situation 1s to ask, which comes first? In actual 
experience that its normally a purely academic 
question, We know that it sometimes disturbs our 
neighbours and creates suspicion against us. The 
most effective answer is not a sound line of argu- 
ment, but a convincing demonstration such as was 
provided by Joseph. After all, the proof of genuine 
patriotism lies mm the realm of deeds, not words. 
With the example of Joseph to tnspire him, the 
Jew learns how to pass that test without sacrificing 
any part of his essential Jewishness. On the con- 
trary he appreciates that, tar trom being a 
hindrance, Judaism tends to develop all the quali- 
tics of heart and mind which make for good

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A BROADCAST FROM ENGLAND 


Eighth Army Men Who Heard the 
Chief Rabbi 

One night inthe Western Desert (writes our Jeru- 
salem Correspondent), at the headquarters of a 
brigade nearest the enemy lines about a mile away, 
Major Louis Rabinowitz, Senior Jewish Chaplain to 
the British Forces in the Middle East, was unwill- 
ing to retire to his dug-out for the night, and, seeing 
a group of men clustered round a dug-out some 
way off, strolled over. It was the evening before 
Yom Kippur. 

The centre of attraction was a wireless set in the 
brigade signal office. Striking up a conversation, 
the Chaplain mentioned who he was. One of the 
men asked, “ Did you hear your Chief Rabbi's 
broadcast last night, sir?” 

“No, I'm afraid didn't—I didn't know about 
it beforehand.” 

“ Well, you missed something, sir.’ The others 
murmured assent. They spoke in the highest 
admiration of the broadcast.: “ Now we feel we 
know what we're fighting for,” one of them said. 

Major Rabinewitz wondered at that moment, he 
told our Correspondent, whether the “ Chicf ” 
himself, in broadcasting from England, ever thought 
his words would reach so far, outside his own 
people, and the effect they would have on English 
private soldiers at El Alamein: and that his voice 
—* crying out in the wilderness ""—would find such 
ready and attentive cars among men, typical 
Cockneys and English countrymen, about to enter 
the great battles of the Eighth Army.

Wilheim Kube, the Nazi Governor of Minsk, 
issued an order to Jewish doctors in the Minsk 
ghetto to castrate all male Jews. The doctors 
refused to obcy this order, and were tortured and 
finally massacred, Among the murdered doctors 
were the well-known specialists, Professor Siter- 
man and Dr. Hanna Gurevich. One of the latest 
practices of the Nazi invaders in Minsk is to break 
into Jewish houses and throw men, women, and 
children out of the windows into bonfires in the 
streets. Thousands of Jews, especially, children, 
have already died of starvation in the ghetto. 

Major Albrecht, of Stettin, the Nazi Com- 
mandant in Pruzhani, ordered the local mayor 
to send to his residence all the prettiest Jewish girls. 
They were later taken to the monastery and raped. 


Unnamed Criminals 


And here are further crimes whose immediate 
authors are, for the moment, anonymous. 

A German soldier from Vienna, Karl Gradina, 
who was taken prisoner of war by a Soviet unit, 
reports that he personally witnessed how the Nazis 
machine-gunned thousands of Jews, Jewesses, and 
children at Dvinsk. They were buried in ditches 
previously dug by the Jewish victims. He also 
witnessed horrible anti-Jewish atrocities in Pskov 
and Stutzk. 

The Jewish Anti-Pascist Committee in Kuby 
shev reports that the Nazis, after robbing the Jew 
at Klintsi of all of their property, drove them into 
cellars, where they remained without tood for 
several days,. The Nazi butchers then hurled 
grenades into the cellars, killing about 2,600 Jews. 
As no Jews were left in the town to bury the Jewish 
vicums, the Russian non-Jews attempted to do it, 
but the Nazis issued an order forbidding the burial. 
As a result of this order, the corpses of the dews 
were Ieft to rot in the cellars and epidemics spread 
in the town, 

Russian eyewitness, Eugene Kulik, who 
managed to escape to the Soviet lines from Borisov, 
in White Russia, says that the Nazis, after looting 
Jewish property, raped Jewish girls, burnt alive 
30) typhoid-stricken Jews, and murdered Jews, 
Jewesses, and Jewish children the. streets. 
Finally, thousands of Jews were conveyed on 
lorries to a place outside Borisov and ordered to 
dig trenches. They were then made to remove all 
their clothes and machine-gun fire was opened on 
them. All the dead and wounded Jews were buried 
together in the trenches, amid the  heararending 
cries of the wounded. 


3,200 Murdered Overnight 


All the Jews of Otwock, a health resort 1S miles 
from Warsaw, were massacred in a single night in 
October, The report, which recently reached 
Polish authorities in London, states that two com- 
panies of German infantry were sent up from War- 
suw to carry out the executions. They arrived at 
midnight and by 8 a.m. had shot all the 3,200 Jews 
in the town, men women, and children. Only one 
Jewish tamily managed to escape—they were mis- 
taken for non-Jews. 

Thirteen Jewish doctors who were deported 
from Holland to the notorious Mauthausen camp 
in Upper Austria last June, have been murdered 
by the Nazis there, according to information reach- 
ing Dutch circles in London. Before their deporta- 
tion, the doctors, having been deprived of their 
general practices, had worked in the Amsterdam 
Jewish Hospital. Proof of their collective murder 
is the fact that their families, who are themselves 
awaiting deportation from Holland, were notified 
of the death of all thirteen on the same day, 


PRO-JEWISH DEMONSTRATION IN 
ANTWERP 


The Nazi occupation authorities in Antwerp 
recently ordered the deportation of 500 more Jewish 
men, women, and children to Poland. About 200 
of them managed to hide, but about 100 of these 
were subsequently found. When a batch of Jews 
were conveyed to the station, over 1,000 Belgian 
non-Jews organised a demonstration of protest and 
distributed packets of food among the deportces. 
The demonstrators were violently dispersed. 

Jewish women of Liége have been compelled by 
the Germans to work in the Herstal armament 
factory under degrading conditions. The women 
are forbidden to address or associate with other 
workers. Their wages are fixed at 16 francs for an 
eight-hour day, but they oftén have to work twelve 
hours a day without extra pay. 

Fight Belgian patriots executed for their anti- 
Nazi activities included two Jews—-Emil Burstein 
and Edouard Salman.

“HITLER AND HAMAN” 
America Stirred by Allied Protest 


The Allied declaration and the proceedings in the 
Houses of Parliament have made a deep impression 
on the American people. 

The Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell Hull, has 
indicated that one of the armistice conditions might 
be the surrender of those responsible for the 
massacres of Jews. “ The names of the criminals 
and accounts of their crimes,” he said, “ are being 
recorded very carefully so that they can be dealt 
with at the earliest possible moment—that is, not 
later than the immediate end of the war.” 

On the day previous to the declaration, at the 
conclusion of the 77th session of Congress tn 
Washington, the session was wound up with a 
speech by Senator Claude Pepper in which he 
strongly condemned the Nazi butchery of whole 
races, and predicted that “ Hitler and his satellites 
will hang like Haman.” 

Leading American Christians have formed a 
“ Christian Council ” to support constructive plans 
for the rehabilitation of Jewish communities des- 
troyed as a result of war and Nazi persecution. The 
Council has formulated a two-point programme of 
action providing for moral assistance in the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, 


as well as a campaign tor the admission of Jewish | 


refugees to other countries, particularly the United 
States, 

A statement expressing American Jewry’s gratifi-

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M.P.s’ CALL FOR ACTION 
Saving the Remnants 


“ We do not know the full scale of the tragedy 
of Jewish or but it 1s obviously so great 
that even had it been exaggerated ten times that 
would make no difference at all to the horror and 
disgust it provoked. It might in fact be greater 
even than we knew—not less.” declared Professor 
A. V. Hill, M.P., F.R.S., at a public meeting on 
Sunday at the Palace Theatre, Cambridge Circus, 
W.C., under the auspices of the Board of Deputies, 
in conjunction with the Jewish Agency, the World 
Jewish Congress, and the Agudas Isracl. Professor 
S. Brodetsky, and later Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, 
presided. 

Professor Brodetsky said they wanted to arouse 
the conscience of humanity, and to ask what the 
United Nations intended doing about this tragedy. 
The Jews were the one people tor whom exter- 
mination was the German aim, and this was a 
crime against civilisation. Could encourage 
neutral Countrics to allow the Jews to enter? What 
could the Jewish community in Palestine do to help 
their own brothers and sisters? These were ques- 
tions which were in front of them to-day. 

Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., urged that the 
British Government set an example by doing what 
it could to revise the rigid regulations which at 
present impede the entry of refugees 

Professor Hill said that when Mr. Eden began to 
read to the House of Commons the Allied declara- 
tion his neighbour in the House leant over and 
whispered to him “ another bloody lic put about 
by the Jews.” Betore Mr. Eden finished, his friend 

he was really a fine fcllow-——-had begun to change 
his mind, “ At least he stood up with the rest of 
us.” But the story showed, continued Professor 
Hill. how well Hitler's propaganda had worked. 

What were they to do about it?) men, women.

Let 
them realise that that terror was not directed against 
the Jewish people alone. Already in all the occupied 
countries, particularly in Poland and Russia, the 
exicrminators were hard at work practising their 
trade—or their. sport-—-on the unwanted non- 
Jewish inhabitants. The * bloody lie put-about by 
the Jews “ would some day be recognised as an 
understatement by the Gentiles. They must spare 
nothing to bring about victory as soon as possible. 

Mr. S. S. Silverman. M.P.,- urged the British 
Goveinment to open its doors to all who could 
escape from the Nazis. 

Count Raczynski, the Polish Foreign Munister, 
said that as far back as last spring, the Polish 
Government had called attention to the massacres. 
The information at first seemed incredible, but later 
information confirmed the facts. The most effective 
means of helping the victims was by stern warning 
to the German people. ‘If retribution was necessary 
it should be taken even before the end of the war. 


A Means of Escape 


l@rd Nathan said that there was only one 
country left, at the moment, to which Jews could 
find their way—Turkey. It should be encouraged 
to take Jews who could escape from Nazi-con- 
trolled countries, and be given the assurance that 
the Jews should not be a charge upon the Turkish 
people but that the United Nations would look 
after them while in transit through Turkey to Pales- 
tine. Let the British Government say that for those 
who escape from Nazi savagery in Europe there 
would be no immigration schedule. 

Mr. Berl Locker said the most important thing 
was to get as many Jews as possible to escape any- 
where. But they must not be deterred from using 
Palestine to help Jews. ; 

Dr. t. Schwarzbart said the only method which 
Hitler and his people would understand was that 
of reprisals. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman also spoke. 

The Chief Rabbi, who was to have addressed the 
meeting, was prevented from attending by indis- 

sition. A message from him was read by 

rofessor Brodetsky.

VICHY YES-MEN TO . 
INTERN JEWS 


_All French Jews are to be deprived of their civil 
rights and interned, announced ellepoix, the Vichy 
Commissioner for Jewish Affairs. According to 
official estimates published in December, 1941, 
there were at that time 315,000 Jews in France. 

Naturalisations granted to Jews since 1927 are to 
be revoked, while those granted since 1910 are to 
be reviewed. Special schools for young Jewish girls 
are to be set up, while Jews without exception will 
be forced to resign from all positions of public 
office. 

Divorce between Jews and non-Jews will be made 
easier, and the wearing of the Star of David is to 
be obligatory. Race and not religion is to be the 
deciding factor 

A decree banning all books and text-books by 
Jewish authors from libraries and schools has been 
issucd by Lavals Government. Publishers have 
also received orders forbidding the sale of such 

All Jewish shops im France must now display 
distinguishing nouces. 


the Gestapo’s Clutches 


The Italian occupation authorities in Nice have 
arrested over 300 German Jewish refugees whose 
extradition to Germany was demanded by the 
Gestapo 

A number of Jews trying to enter Switzerland 
from France have been arrested by Germans near 
Ville le Grand. German reinforcements have been 
sent to guard the frontier paths. Italian Alpini 
troops have also been drafted to cantonments on 
the Franco-Swiss frontier. Many arrests have been 
made at Annemasse of Frenchmen who helped or 
hid the escaping Jews. 


DAKAR ABOLISHES JEW-LAWS 


The Administration of French West Africa, 
which includes Dakar, has abolished all the Vichy 
anti-Jew laws, and has released all Jews imprisoned 
under these laws: 


A BITTER PILL 


When the Hungarian Parliament recently debated 
on the budget of the. Ministry of the Interior, a 
violent discussion arose on the Jewish question, 
reports the Swedish press. The Medical Chamber 
of Kolozsvar (Cluj) had refused to admit some 
200 Jewish doctors. But the Minister of the 
Interior cancelled this decision, and gave permis- 
sion for 100 of the Jewish doctors to practise. 

The Minister informed Parliament that he had 
been obliged to override * well-known principles "’ 
because many “ Aryan” doctors were serving at 
the front, and the health of the people demanded 
that Jewish doctors should be allowed to carry on 
their profession. 


SLOVAK SPEED-UP 
Practically all Jews—-men, women, and children 
have been deported from Slovakia to Poland. 

Croatia 1s also “ Jew-free.’ According to the 
latest semi-official accounts published in Bratislava, 
the Slovak puppet Government, with the aid of tts 
Berlin masters, has already deported 62,000 Jews. 
About 5,000 Jewish key men who are considered 
to be “ economically useful” are still employed 
in Sid#¥ak concerns, because it is impossible to 
find “Aryan” substitutes, but they, too, will be 
dismissed and deported as soon as * Aryans ” are 
trained to take their places. 

A spokesman of the Free Yugoslav movement, 
broadcasting recently from Jerusalem, said that 
most of Yugoslavia’s 70,000 Jews had been mur- 
dered. He added that after the country’s libera- 
tion all murderers of innocent Jewish victims would 
be brought to trial and punished with the utmost 
severity of the law. 

Ihe Slovak press reports that the Minister of 
the Interior, Dr. Mach, has ordered the speeding- 
up of the deportations. According to his new 
orders, remaining Jews must be deported to Poland 
before January |. 


MUSSOLINIS MINISTER 


Giovanni Preziosi, the notorious Italian Jew- 
baiter who edited the Italian version of the “ Pro- 
tocols of the Elders of Zion,”’ has been given the 
title of Minister of State. He has been assigned the 
task of fabricating genealogical trees to prove that 
Churchill, Roosevelt, and other leaders of the 
United Nations are Jews. 

Formerly a priest and a rabid anti-German, he 
was at one time tolerantly regarded as harmlessly 
insane. He sprang to the fore when anti-Semitism 
became part of Mussolini's programme in 1938, and 
is now one of the leading lights among the Fascist 
intellectuals.” 


The London Executive of the Agudat Israel 
World Organisation has learned of the safe arrival 
in Switzerland of Dr. Salomon Ehrmann, Execu- 
tive member of the Organisation, and Me. Muller, 
former President of the Aguda in France. The 
news disposes of previous fears that Dr. Ehrmann 
had been detained by the Vichy authorities and 
was being deported to Germany.

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WHAT NOW? 


THE United Nations’ declaration read in Parliament by 
Mr. Eden, in which he exposed the Nazis’ Jew-murder 
plan and pronounced retribution for the assassins high 
and low, and the demonstration—the inspired suggestion 
from a humble private in the Labour ranks—which 
followed, will remain among the most memorable 
incidents in the history alike of Parliament and nation. 
Leaders of both Houses had spoken the mind of the 
nation. But in those sublime moments the representatives 
of the people had transcended all national limitations and 
voiced the outraged conscience of all civilised men. It 
was as though the Legislature had become transformed 
into a Grand Assize of Humanity, before which the 
enemies of mankind were solemnly arraigned, their doom 
pronounced, and their challenge to civilisation thrown 
back in their teeth. Never was Britain more truly Britain. 
Never was her moral authority in the world more sturdily 
and dramatically upheld. And never, let it be added, 
will the memory of it fade from either the Jewish mind or 
the Jewish heart. The general press and the authorities 
of the B.B.C. have also earned the warmest recognition 
for their sedulous dissemination of the ghastly facts, and 
for the forthright denunciation which accompanied it. 

The question that now pressingly suggests itself is: 
what now? Are we, while the process of slaughtering a 
few more million Jews goes on, to rest content with a 
solemn indictment of the murder-gangs and a promise 
of punishment? Or are there positive relief measures that 
can and should be*taken? Surely, words without the 
deeds would be in the nature of a grim and ghastly anti- 
climax and expose this country and its Allies to the 
bitterest gibes of enemy propaganda. In a letter to THE 
Times, Sir Neill Malcolm, the former High Commissioner 
for Refugees, advances an urgent plea for constructive 
action. The same request was put forward after the 
declaration by speakers in the two Houses and indeed has 
been voiced up and down the country. It is no ungracious 
spirit which led men to feel Mr. Eden’s response on these 
points as vague and hesitant. He spoke of readiness to do all 
that was possible to “alleviate these horrors,” but pointed to 
the “immense difficulties in the way.” When questioned as 
to whether any who could escape from the occupied 
countries would be welcomed and assisted by the United 
Nations, the Foreign Secretary repeated that “ certainly 
we should like to do all we possibly can,” but added that 
“ there were certain security formalities to be considered,” 
and spoke again of “the immense geographical and other 
difficulties.” What an opportunity he missed! Instead 
of what appeared like hedging, the occasion was surely 
there for a splendid offer of sanctuary—something that 
would have rung down the ages, something without $civil- 
service qualifications and “ifs” and “provideds,” a plain, 
simple statement of Britain's cherished pride in freedom 
and her magnificent tradition of asylum for all who are 
the victims of tyranny. The various details are accepted 
by everyone, the necessity for security measures and the 
geographical difficulties. But to place them on the same 
level of importance as the extermination of a whole people 
is to suggest a limited ability to appreciate the magnitude 
of the disaster. 

As for the difficulties of which Mr. Eden spoke, Sir 
Neill asks whether they are really so insuperable now that 
the sympathy of the world has been aroused by incredible 
suffering. He mentions, for instance, the acute labour 
shortage in this country. Could we not, he asks, receive 
a considerable portion of the four or five thousand Jewish 
refugees now in Spain and Portugal and waiting for a 
‘chance to go overseas before Hitler's long arm ts stretched 
out to reach them? MHas appeal been made to Mr. De 
Valera on behalf of the children who have lost their 
parents, their homes, and even their names? Could not 
room be found in the military forces for a few thousand 
of these miserable people—all that could hope for rescue? 
Was it really true that in the whole world no room could 
be found for them? These are poignant questions. 

There are the neutral countries. They should be 
encouraged, in every possible way, the Bishop of London 
urges, to be an asylum, a refuge, and a sanctuary. It 
would be an encouragement to them if the Allied Nations 
were able to say that for every Jew they received the Allies 
would undertake to bear their share of maintenance costs 
now and of resettlement after the war. Lord Samuel, 
too, spoke of possible co-operation with the neutral 
States. There is not a moment to lose. In February of 
this year Hitler publicly announced that the Jews would 
be exterminated. Four months later his unspeakable 
accomplice, Himmler, proclaimed in more gruesome detail 
that “Jews are to die in torture.” Since then the plan 
has been in full operation. —_ 

To date no preparations are apparent for preventing 
the escape of the Nazi assassins after Germany's defeat to 
. Meytral countries. There must be no repetition of what 
occurred after the last war when punishment of war 


criminals developed into a sorry and indecent farce. As 
the Marquess of Donegall. reminded us in a recent article 
in the SUNDAY DispatTcHu, of the list of 896 whom the Allies 
then demanded for punishment, not one was handed over. 
A ludicrous trial of 93 was staged at Leipzig, but of these 
only ten, who included no leaders, were condemned. 
The maximum sentence was four years for two submarine 
officers who, against orders, sank the hospital ship Llan- 
dovery Castle and tried to cover up all trace by massacring 
in cold blood the 234 survivors and falsifying the sub- 
marine’s log-book. These murderers never served their sen- 
tences, and their acquittal on appeal was cheered by the 
German crowd in court. Unless these burlesques are 
guarded against, and some way is found in advance of 
stopping the loopholes for the criminals’ escape, this war 
with all its bloodshed and terrors may prove to have been 
fought in vain, and the Third World War will be only 
“round the corner.” 

One further urgent consideration. With the uncovering 
of Germany's racial hell for all eyes to behold—the details 
are summarised this week itn a report by the Inter-Allied 
Committee which should be in the hands of the million— 
there is no further ground for indifference to the poison 
plague of anti-Semitism. It is plain to all but the perverted 
or the pro-Nazi—if there is a distinction—that the security 
of the nations and of the very fabric of world civilisation 
is directly threatened by the iniquitous cult. But in spite 
of that, as prominent public men warn us, the pro-Fascists, 
the open Fascists, and the professional Jew-baiters in this 
country are emerging from their holes and are once more 
busily at work. Once again their slogans are defacing 
the walls. There is renewed whispering in factories and 
public places, and it is quite clear that a well-organised 
anti-Jewish campaign is being let loose, the object being 
to sow national, strife, divert attention from the real to 
an imaginary enemy, and so “to prepare the way for a 
deal with Hitler.” The authorities may be watching these 
manceuvres. But, if so, it would be well to know that 
they are coping with them with both vigour and resource, 
and that the ignorant and the gullible are being protected. 
Beware and’ beware again the anti-Jewish quisling within 
the gate! Unless one is very well equipped to detect his 
operations, they will achieve their purpose long before the 
fell work is recognised. With the river of Jewish blood 
flowing ever deeper across Europe, now is the time to arm 
the populace with the weapons of knowledge, that they 
may be protected against the subtle tactics of the enemy, 
and may recognise the greatest of all mental booby traps 
before it is too late. 


HELP FOR RUSSIA 


THE .step by which the United Jewish Committee for help 
to Russia will in future function as a part of Mrs. Churchill's 
Red Cross Aid-to-Russia Fund, under the title of the Jewish 
Fund for Soviet Russia, will be generally welcomed . as 
putting into tidier shape the conduct of the movement. The 
Committee has the authority of Mrs. Churchill's Fund to 
appeal to British Jews for a special Jewish contribution to 
her Fund, and this will shortly be done, the particular object 
being the sending of medical aid to our Russian Ally. Nor- 
mally we look askance at sectional appeals for general 
causes, - But the present occasion is in a Class all by itself. 
It is the reply to a special appeal seni to us by our Russian 
coreligionists, for so many years out of touch with Jewry 
outside Russia. Now, deeply grateful for the liberty they 
enjoy, and for the heroic wall which the Red Army has 
formed between them and the bloodthirsty Hitlerite invaders, 
and anxious for the welfare of their countrymen, Russian 
Jewry has sought from its coreligionists elsewhere im_ the 
world a _ parallel thankfulness and concern. This is an 
approach which we do not think that Jews here, loyal to 
Judaism and the Russian and Allied Cause, can reject. There 
is a further consideration. For a quarter of a century Russian 
Jewry has been isolated from the Jewries of the world. In 
the appeal it has made to us, it is now extending its hand to 
grasp Ours in a spirit of brotherly comradeship. That fs a 
gesture which, in the general Jewish interest, deserves a warm 
welcome. As the Chief Rabbi says, the work of the Fund 
offers a golden opportunity to bring back Russian Jews to 
the fold of Israel. Many in the Community have, no doubt, 
already subscribed to Mrs. Churchill’s Fund. But additional 
contributions given by us as Jews will be at once a special 
mark of gratitude for Soviet tolerance to our brethren, as well 
as of the admiration all the free world feels for the gallantry 
of the Soviet army and people in the bitter struggle forced 
on them by the common eneiny. 


NO PROTESTS FROM PALESTINE ARABS 


In keeping with the Nazi sneer that the present outcry 
against the Jew-extermination plot was only a trick to gain 
extra Christmas trade for the “ Jewish chain stores,” the Arab 
politicians in Palestine, as reflected in their press, see in the 


Jewish cri de nothing but political trading,” and 


endeavour to alienate non-Jewish sympathies by the lying 
allegation that Jews themselves were silent when it was only 
other people who were suffering. Even those Arab papers 
which refrained from these mean tactics could not find it in 
their hearts to utter a word of commiseration for the plight 
of a people so often described as the Arabs’ kinsmen. The 
similarity between the reaction of the Arab journals. and that 
of the Nazis to the Jewish martyrdom is, of course, not to be 
wondered at, seeing the close association that has existed 
between Arab politicians and their Axis “friends.” But it is 
at least highly doubtful whether it represents the true feelings 
of the Arab masses themselves, who are by nature kindly and 
warmhearted. To insinuate that it does is to do Arabs, in 


the mass, a grievous wrong. 


DOGS IN THE MANGER 


THe truth of the matter is that the press in question is 


itself engaging in “ political trading.” It fears that sympathy. 


with the Jews will end with an appeal for the opening of 
Palestine to those of the victims who may escape from the 
Nazis’ clutches. And so it argues that if Jews are to be 
salvaged it must be by other countries and not by the once- 
Jewish land in which Jewish immigration has created such 
prosperity that the Arab population has doubled since targe- 
scale Jewish arrivals began. Nor does any newspaper 
remind its readers of the rise in the Arab standard of living 
following the same Jewish influx, until it is the highest in any 
country in which Arabs are to be found in any considerable 
numbers, including Egypt, or of the fact that this has gone on 
with the unstinted approval of the Jews themselves, witness 
the striking and impressive truth that all schools of Zionist 
opinion have throughout, and whatever their differences of 
outlook in other directions, been solidly united on the principle 
of absolute equality for all in Palestine, as well as in their con- 
viction that there was room not only for large Jewish immigra- 
tion but for the further untramme}lled development of the Arab 
population. But all these considerations are wickedly con- 
cealed or thrust aside. All that counts with the agitators is 
hostility to the Jews who crave sanctuary within their gates. 
One cannot imagine that this blend of stony-hearted cruelty 
and reactionary selfish folly will breed anything but repulsion 
in the minds of the rest of the civilised world. 


TOO MANY COOKS 

Tue references here last week to the confusing multiplicity 
of Jewish organisations in this country, all busy with the 
international Jewish tragedy, emphasised the perpetuation of 
a very old trouble in conditions that are at least highly 
unpropitious. Those in touch with the facts know all about 
this medley of cooks each claiming the right, as an entirely 
independent chef, to work on its own recipe and according 
to its own sweet will, and they know, too, the effect tnevitably 
produced on the fare which non-Jews are expected to swallow, 
and the impatience with which nt is received. The only ques- 
tion that now arises is how long this chaos ts to continue. 
No doubt, something in the way of a common-sense handling 
of the situation was expected from the creation of a Con- 
sultative Committee of various organisations. But it is no 
secret that the hoped-for degree of harmony and co-operation 
has not been achieved. Beneath a superficial appearance of 
unity, there is still an absence of the willing acceptance ol 
-team duty and the ready self-subordination to the general 
cause, and the impression grows among thinking and loyal 
coreligionists that unless a saner spirit is somehow or other 
introduced, consequences will be not only injurious to the com- 
munal relations with State authorities, but to the communal 
moral itself; for there is danger of the intensification of 
a mood of indifference and despair among the Jewish masses. 
a mood which is already showing ominous signs of increase. 
If, even in the conditions of to-day, it will be felt, Jews 
are incapable of suspending their perennial little personal 
or party differences, and working as a united band of 


brothers, why worry about these Jewish organisations and. 


their activities? Why not forget about them and leave the 
rival cooks to stew in their own broth? 


END THE CHAOS 


Bap and inveterate as the evil is, however, to accept this 
defeatist attitude would be a disastrous dereliction of duty, 
if only because the authorities have the right to hear the 
Jewish view expounded intelligibly and with some measure 
of agreement and concord. Thus to bring about this harmony, 
as well as unity in its expression, is to-day an obligation as 
pressing as it is certainly vital. It is a repugnant thought that 
the task is one beyond Anglo-Jewish statesmanship, or that 
there is not sufficient sense of realism and loyalty to lay aside 
individual and group egotisms in deference to the supreme 
need. What is imperiously called for is the laying of resolute 
hands on the whole trouble, with the determination to end 
it once for all, at least until after the Peace Conferen®e. 
Is there no commanding voice in our midst willing to call 


- a halt to confusion, to bring about self-discipline in the ranks 


by the power of a strong personality free from partisan entangle- 
ments and armed with the unanswerable logic of the situation? 


THE OLD YISHUYV 


UNDER modernist influences the old pre-Zionist Jewish 
institutions in Palestine may have lost, in some eyes, a great 
deal of their consequence. But they remain, nevertheless, not 
merely a symbol of a past in which they helped to preserve 
our links with Palestine, but also as a power for continued 
“good, In particular, they are still among “the guarantors 
that Palestine will remain Eretz Yisrael and not Eretz 
Canaan ”’—in other words, among the guardians of a living 
Judaism in the Land of Promise. Nobody who sees the 
Palestine resettlement whole and true will belittle that great 
service. The war, however, has on the one hand cut off the 
Old Yishuv from its European support and, on the other, has 
brought to it many Jewish scholars and religious leaders in 
flight from the Nazi foes of Jews and Judaism, and these 
two’ facts have had the inevitable financial results. A 
movement to assist it has, therefore, been started. It is pro- 
posed to conduct the raising of funds in this country, and 
their distribution, on the best lines, developing the collecting 
side as a co-ordination of all the various agencies already at 
work here for the Old Yishuy, and effecting distribution in 
co-operation with a Palestine organisation under Chief Rabb 
Herzog’s leadership. This co-ordination should ensure the 
proper handling of the fund and its equitable allocation 
among the institutions to be assisted—in fact, if it proceeds 
as it promises it may well offer an example which others nearer 
home might not scorn to study and perhaps emulate. The 
appeal, when it is issued, should surely commend itself 


strongly to all lovers of Eretz Yisrael and our immortal faith.

EDUCATION WEEK 
REVIEWED 


[From a Correspondent] 


In the 229 centres in the reception areas, in the 
SI provincial centres, and in the 89 Hebrew classes 
and Talmud Torahs of London, prize distributions 
and gatherings were held for more than 12.000 
children, at which were available 5,000 copies of a 
magazine for adults and 1,500 copies of Youn 
Jewry’s Weekly. The story of how they reache 
their various destinations in time in spite of all the 
difficulties would be an adventure in a less hectic 
age. So, too, would the account of the search for 
books for prizes. 

Reports from all over the country show how much 
the children themselves contributed to the success 
of the functions, and what a wide variety of talent 
they displayed. “ The children then performed s 
short historical play written specially for the occa- 
sion by the teacher,” is a sentence that recurs in 
letter after letter. And those adults who had the 
good fortune to be present at these funciions will 
not soon forget the spirit and feeling put into the 
acting by the children, so often without costume 
and with only a bare platform for a stage. 

Under energetic teachers, classes in reception 
areas can now often stand comparison with schools 
in the cities. “ Stressed the extraordinary progress 
that the children had made " is a report from a town 
in ——shire. At the same centre some Jewish 
soldiers in the U.S. Army had presented a large 
quantity of gilts for distribution among the children. 
In an address, the American officer told how glad 
he and hrs friends were at being able to show their 
appreciation in this way for the hospitality they 
themselves had received during the Festivals, 


Teachers’ Devoted Services 


The plan for Education Week and its central 
administration came from the Joint Emergency 
Committee, and that organisation has placed on 
record its appreciation of the devoted services by 
the hundreds of teachers and lay workers whose 


_efforts alone made possible the success of the work. 


There is no space to describe the manner in which 
teachers brought children. from the most isolated 
and forsaken spots to take part in a joint celebra- 
tion in some cenival village or town: or to tell of 
the arduous and long journeys undertaken by 
members of the Education Committee so that centres 
hundreds of miles from London should not feel 
cut off or forgotten. Yet this account must not end 
without a_ reference to. the broadcast feature 
arranged by the Joint Emergency Committee, which 
was heard throughout the country in the Home 
Service on Tuesday, December 8, at 5.50 p.m.

When the Moaz Tzur came through on 
the wireless a child of seven rushed to the radio 
and stood glued to it the whole time that the Chief 
Rabbi was speaking.

THLE ANTI-SEMITE 


The account in this paper recently of the meet- 
ing of two Jewish officers in the Indian Army 
interested a correspondent, who gives me news of 
another Jewish officer in that branch of the Forces, 
who has risen from the ranks. Two years ago 
Henry Sidbury, an A.R.P. Post Warden in Hamp- 
stcad (a fellow-Warden was the Rev. M. E.

As it 
happens, the conversation was overheard by Mrs 
Sidbury, who was standing near, and she jokingly 
chided her husband. The private’s astonishment 
on seeing the captain at the service was great, and 
he immediately ran across to him to apologise for 
his past behaviour. This Jewish. boy, says Col. 
Sidbury, turned out to be a first-class soldier,

ANOTHER EMERGENCY 
COMMITTEE 


The setting up of an Emergency Committee in 
N.W. London for action in the matter of the 
threatened extermination of European Jewry was

sultative Committee, which had all helped to 
produce the situation which was represented by the 
Government statement made a few days ago. 

As a remark had been made about the question 
of other bodies being invited to join this Com- 
mittee, and as he had received letters from bodies 
who desired to be represented on this Committee, 
he would like to say that their experience in the 


‘last few months in the formation of joint com- 


mittees for action had convinced them that it was 
most important to keep these committees as clear 
as possible of any kind of controversies that might 
exist or might arise in the community and prevent 
these committees from becoming uselessly large 
and, therefore, unable to do their work. At the 


‘ present moment this joint committee did represent 


all Jews, whatever views they might hold, that 
were in this community. 

Referring to the doularaticn made by Mr. Eden, 
the President said that he thought that the action 
of the House of Commons showed not only the 
sense of importance which the Government and 
the British Legislature attached to this matter, but 
represented the conscience of this preg and of 
the whole civilised world. He was sure the Board 
would like him to say a word about the speech of 
Mr. James de Rothschild. A Jewish member of the 
House of Lords wrote him (the President) a letter 
in which he said, “ Never has Jewry’s voice spoken 
more faithfully the agony of Jewry or been heard 
with greater goodwill by the representatives of the 
Commons of England.” He thought that this 
represented in a very few words the effect of the 
simple, dignified speech by Mr. de Rothschild. 

Professor Brodetsky also referred to the discus- 
sion in the House of Lords, where the declaration 
was made by Viscount Simon, and he recalled in 
particular the speech of the Bishop of London, who 
spoke about the provision of asylum for all who 
could escape. 

The most important question now in their minds 
was that of the escape of Jews from the German 
attempt to destroy them. Steps had been taken 
and would continue to be taken in regard to this 
matter. The first places to which Jews could 
escape were the neutral countries. He felt sure 
that Britain and the United States could do much 
to make clear to those neutral countries that any 
Jews who escaped into them would be looked 
after and be paid for, if necessary, by the United 
Nations, and arrangements would be made for 
these Jews to be able to settle elsewhere later, so 
that the neutral countries should not be overtaken 
by numbers of refugees whom they might not be 


‘able to keep. This country and other members of 


the United Nations shculd make it clear that any- 
body who could escape and could come to this and 
other countries would be welcome to stay until 
arrangements could be made to settle permanently 
elsewhere. | 

What Palestine Could Do 


Stressing what Palestine could do, Prof. Bro- 
detsky said that Jews were in the position of their 
having no eountry in the world where the popu- 


lation, as such looked upon them as being equal: 


in regard to status in the country if they came from 
outside. Palestine was the exception. The Jews 
of Palestine would welcome and would keep every 
Jew who could possibly land in that country and 
escape from German massacre. 

In a reference to the position in North Africa, 
Professor Brodetsky said that he was sorry to have 
to say that there had been little evidence of the 
liberation of Jews there being actually carried out. 
Representations had been made to the Foreign 
Office on this matter in the last couple of days. 

In the discussion, Mr. Harry Samvuers (New- 
castle, Old), expressed the hope that some authori- 
tative voice both in and outside the Jewish com- 
munity would be raised to condemfi the inhuman 
reaction of the Palestinian Arab Press to the cries 
for help which had gone up. 

Miss Nettie Apter, C.B.E., J.P. (Anglo-Jewish 
Association), expressed surprise that the Jewish 
Refugee Committee, with its enormous practical 
knowledge of saving people from Nazi Germany, 
was not associated with the joint committee. 

Mr. Percy Conen, C.B.E. (West London), 
referred to the meeting which had been held in 
the House of Commons, presided over by Mr. 
Silverman, M.P. He did not know who was 
responsible for the publicity in the Press, but the 
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report of that meeting had seemed to give the 
impression that the Board was a sort of junior 
partner to the World Jewish Congress, and he 
thought this was a most unfortunate impression. 

What. he continued, was this body, the World 
Jewish Congress? Did it represent anybody? What 
did it stand for that the Board did not stand for? 
And what did it do that the Board was not doing 
through its Joint Foreign Committee? 

CounciLtor A. Moss (Manchester, New Ruman- 
ian) expressed his conviction that it was still neces- 
sary for them to hammer away at public opinion. 
He thought that THe JewisH CHRONICLE was wrong 
when it indicated that the time had gone when the 
Jewish Community ought to hold protest meetings. 
While they were very grateful for what had been 
done, they ought to continue to rouse the conscience 
of the Christian communities. 

Mr. Barnett Janner (Leeds, United) spoke to 
similar effect. 

{One or two among our “ indefatigable orators" have 
proved better speakers than readers and have apparently 
misread last weck’s leading article, which merely warned 
against the dangers of a saticty of these protests and protest 
mectings.| 

Mr. H. A. Goopman (Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations), after expressing his pleasure at the 
co-operation which had been achieved in the con- 
sultative committee, whose four organisations repre- 
sented the majority of Jewish public opinion, said 
that he regretted that on Friday they read reports of 
three statements made by three separate organisa- 
tions as a result of the Government Declaration. 


“Immigration Schedules Must Be Abandoned ” 


Lorp NaTHan (Shass, Old Montague Street) said 
something had definitely been achieved, and while 
the moving statement in both Houses of Parliament 
might not in itself carry the matter very far, it did 
show a unanimity of opinion and a common resolu- 
tion as to purpose on the part of the United Nations. 
But, to his mind, not very much could be done. 
He did not believe that very many in the Nazi grasp 
would find release except in death. Palestine was 
the obvious place to which those who could escape 
should find their way. But it seemed to him that 
the practical step to take was to represent to the 
Government that all immigration schedules must be 
abandoned so far as these escapees were con- 
cerned, and that there should be free admission for 
all these escapees—men, women, and children— 
subject obviously to the security formalities, and 
there should be 10 other tests at all so far as 
Palestine was concerned 

In his reply, Dr. Brodetsky explained, with regard 
to Mr. Goodman's remarks on the three separate 
Statements, that a meeting was called by the joint 
committee, at which .the representatives of the 
Board, the Jewish Agency, and the Agudas Israel 
were present, but no representative of the World 
Jewish Congress, whom they rang up but could not 
get. Then they decided at that meeting to have a 
joint statement. At a meeting held with the Hon. 
Officers afterwards this was reversed. AS soon as 
the reversal happened, notice was given to the other 


. bodies so that they might proceed to do what they 


thought right. He was sorry that there had been 
any misunderstanding on this matter. 


His Business to Be There 


Answering Miss Adler about the Jewish Refugee 
Committee, he said that, as far as he could see, 
there was at present no function for the Committee 
in connection with this work. Otherwise they 
would consider very seriously its being associated 
with this body. With regard to Mr. Percy Cohen's 
remarks, Professor Brodetsky said the meeting in 
the House of Commons was called by Mr. Silver- 
man, Chairman of the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress, who had invited him to be present. 
The matter was discussed by the Board’s Executive, 
and he felt that if any body of M.P.s ‘anywhere 
wanted to hear his views on behalf of the Anglo- 
Jewish Committee, it was his business to be there, 
whether he was a junior or a “ double junior.” He 
thought that the question of the constitution of the 
World Jewish Congress was not a matter for dis- 
cussion that morning. 7 

As regards further action, the question had been 
raised as to what Jews should do. He disagreed 
with THe JewisH CHRONICLE about meetings. He 
never called these meetings protest meetings. The 
Nazis were beyond any human protest. These 
meetings were to express Jewish views as to what 
civilised nations were to do in order to deal with 
the present situation. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. M. Gordon Liverman moved the re 
the Defence Committee, which was carried. 
report stated, inter alia: 

“ Following the approval by the Board at its last meeting 
of the afranacments arrived at between the representatives 
of the Board and the representatives of the Trades Advisory 
Council-—subject to an amendment adopted by the Board-— 
the Trades Advisory Council has accepted the amendment 
to include the words * including trade policy’ in the clause 
which deals with their acceptance of the supervision and 
authority of the Board.”’ 

Mr. Liverman qualified the report by saying that 
although the formal acceptance of the pen dace, Ban 
had not been received from the T.A.C., as they had 
not met, their Chairman had intimated his accept- 
ance of it and was recommending its adoption to 
his colleagues. 


T.A.C, and Deputies 


Professor Brodetsky said he need hardly say that 
he sincerely hoped that the agreement arrived at 
would be carried out. But he made it clear again 
that any departure from this agreement on the part 
of the TAC. would not be looked upon as some- 
thing which could just be passed over. It would 
mean a very serious discussion of the fundamental 
position of the existence of the Council as repre- 
senting the Jewish Community. But while they 
might pass decisions as to how the work should be 
carried on, it was just as important to make it 
possible for the work to be carried out. He took 
that opportunity of appealing to the Board and to 
everybody in the Community to rally to the appeal 
for funds to be made to the business part of the 
Community and make it possible for the work of 
the Defence Committee and the T.A.C. to continue. 

There were five vacancies to be filled on the Annual 
Report Committce and the Jewish Defence Committee. 
As there were only five nominations for the annual Report 
Committee the following were declared clected: Messrs. 
L. C. Bever (East London); G. Bilainkin (Victoria and 
Chelsea), G. Cherns (Grand Order of Israci and Shicld of 
David), M. W. Domb (Order Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham), and B. Jacobs (Newport, Mon.).

A paragraph in the Aliens’ Committee report

adopted) read as follows: 

Rerucre A Joint Committee, on which the 
Board is represented, has been set up to deal with the 
religious education and welfare of Jewish refugee children. 
An important part of the Committee's work concerns the 
transfer of children where they were not in a suitable 
religious environment to homes where they could receive 
an appropriate rcligious upbringing.” 

Among the questions asked was one by Mr, 
M. A. Rerrer (Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
gregations), on whether the Board had any know- 
ledge of the feelings of misgiving felt by all Rabbis 
in this country in connection with the appointment 
of Sir Robert Waley Cohen as Adviser to the 
Ministry of Food, and had the Board any informa- 
tion about a letter signed by all orthodox Rabbis 
of Great Britain, petitioning the Government for 
consultation with the Ecclesiastical Authorities? 

The President in reply said that when this matter 
was raised he suggested that it should be taken up 
with the appropriate Committees by those who were 
They had not done 


so yet. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman said that Mr. Janner and 
he had raised the matter two meetings ago and they 
had got the impression that the President would 
deal with it. 

The President said that as Mr. Janner was a 
member of the Executive of the Board he would 
have the opportunity of raising it himself. 


The Petticoat Lane Stallholders 


Mr. M. W. Dome (Order Achei Brith and Shield 
of Abraham) asked whether the Board could not 
take some official action to indicate their deep 
disapproval of the fact that the stallholders in 
Middlesex Street had not obeyed the request of the 
Chief Rabbi and the Jewish Community gencrally 
that the previous Sunday should be observed as a 
day on which no business should take place. 

Protessor Brodetsky replied that he was not of! 
the opinion that it would serve their purpose very 
much if they looked back into the past and offered 
comments on this Matter. He thought that it would 
be of no particular advantage to raise issues of that 
sort. 

Mr. Davin BrormacHer (Vine Court) asked 
whether the Board would reply to a recent editorial 
in THe Jewish CHRONICLE in which the suggestion 
was made that the Zionist caucus had scized con- 
trol of the Board for the purpose of pursuing its 
own ends. 

In reply. Professor Brodetsky said he, for one, 
considered that the Board was quite able to under- 
stand the truth about the question and they need 
not go into the matter at all. He thought it was 
the duty of all sections of the community to be 
associated with the work of the Board and he wus 
very glad that Zionists, like all other members, of 
the community, were doing their duty

We welcome the declared intention of the United Nations 
that all persons who can properly be held to be responsibic 
for the cold-blooded crimes committed. whether as ring- 
leaders or actual perpetrators of outrages. shall be brought 
to justice It ts our carnest hope that this warning may 
serve to prevem the continuance of the slaughter of innocent 
men, women, and children which has up till now taken ts 
toll of many hundreds of thousands of lives 

The process of extermination is still going on, and the

Palestine Movement 


NO NEW INFORMATION 
Mr. Shertek’s Conference 


Addressing a press conference at the offices of 
the Zionist Organisation in Great Russell Street, 
on Monday, Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the 
Political Department of the Jewish Agency in 
Jerusalem, gave an account of the Jewish war 
effortein Palestine in both the military sphere and 
the farms and factories, where, he said, a tremend- 
ous amount of work was being done to supply 
army needs and to keep the country going. 

Palestine Jews, he said, were taking advantage of 
every opportunity which they could obtain for 
striking a blow against Hitler, for the cause of 
Jewry and of free humanity. But theirs was the 
bitter lot of fightung nameless and scattered, and 
their claim for a Jewish Fighting Force persisted. 

Many questions were asked of Mr. Shertok, who 
did not seem particularly anxious to impart any 
new information nor did he appear to mect the 
ordeal of press questioning with his customary 
genial urbanity. 

Had any progfess been made on the question of 
the formation of a Jewish Army, asked one 
jpournalist, 

There had been no acceptance of 
of the Jewish Army by the British Government, 
replied Mr. Shertok. There was an almost con- 
tinuous progress in regard to their military effort 
m Palestine—as regards the Jewish character of 
these units and a gradual enlargement of their 
scope. It was,.as they regarded it, a recognition 
de facto, but not a recognition de jure. of the 
existence of the community which laid clam to be 
revarded as a young nation.

Ihe Arab Part 


Asked about the war effort of the Arabs im 
Palestine. Mr. Shertok said Arab industry was 
practically non-existent in the modern sense of the 
term. Nor did the Arabs that human 
material such as technicians, specialists, and skilled 
workers which had made possible a very marked 
expansion of Jewish industry. Since the war 
started, Jewish production had gone up by 70 per 
cent as compared with pre-war level. 

Mr. Shertok informed the journalists that Pales- 
tine could immediately absorb to-day $0,000 Jews 
in the economic lille and in the war effort. In 
addition, Palestine could, of course, take many 
thousands of chridren. 

There was considerable disappointment in the 
Yishuy, said Mr. Shertok later, at the failure of 
the British Government to create a Jewish Army 
under the British High Command, In no other 
country, he thought, was there so much disappoint- 
ment as in the Yishuv. 

Was it possible that the fact that the numbers 
of enlistments in the Jewish battalions of the Pales- 
tine Regiment had not reached the figure antici- 
pated, in view of the enormous rush to enlist early 
in the work, was a reflection of the disappointment 
with the present state of military opportunities 
for Jews to fight as Jews in Jewish units? 

Mr. Shertok declined to reply. 

Could he give an outline of the discussions 
which had taken place between the representa- 
tives of the Jewish Agency and the military or civil 
authorities on the subject of a Jewish Army or a 
specifically Jewish Fighting Force and what, briefly, 
were the objections raised by those various 
authorities at those various times? 

Mr. Shertok refused to add to anything Dr. 
Weizmann had said on the subject from time to 
time. 


ACHIEVEMENT OF FREEDOM 


Mr. Shertok Addresses Youth Meeting 


Mr. Moshe Shertok made his first public speech 
since his arrival in this country at a youth rally, 
organised by the Zionist Youth Council at the 
Conway Hall, W.C.1, on Wednesday of last week. 
Miss Lily Beyrack presided. 

Sometimes, said Mr. Shertok, he had the feeling 
that much as they had cause to cry out, there was no 
strength in him to cry out and there was no sense in 
crying out. One stood clenching one’s fists, gritting 
one’s teeth, and vowing revenge. Revenge against 
whom? Revenge on what? He would say revenge 
on their own fate, on what had been their fate for 
centuries past—the fate of weakness, of helpless- 
ness, ol impotence. 

There shoukd be an urge in them—an active 
—to achieve strength through action. That was the 
urge that had been behind everything that they had 
been able to do in Palestine. It was that urge of 
acting as Jews, of striking a blow for Jewry, of 
achicving honour and strength for the Jewish 
people, that was behind the itr movement of 
volunteering into the army in Palestine. 


An Uphill Fight for Recognition 


It had been an uphill fight all along. Every soldier 
of theirs, every airman, every sailor, every girl in 
the A.T.S., in order to become what they were 
to-day, had had to put up a fight, and in order to 
maintain their position fad had all the time to 
fight on two fronts—on the one where they occupied 
responsible positions along with other allied armies, 
and at the same time to establish their position as 
Jewish soldiers entitled to form all-Jewish units, 
to fight under the command of Jewish officers, to 
use their own language, and to gain confidence and 
respect for Jewish military capacity; to be able to 
make a collective contribution in the name of 
Jewry for the honour and glory of Jewry, in order 
to settle accounts with the arch-enemy of Jewry on 
the common front. 

But this particular struggle, which the task of to- 
day had imposed upon them, was not enough. 
Their old struggle—pre-war and post-war—must 
continue and was continuing every day. What they 
had been doing and were still doing in Palestine 
was the “* world war” of Jewry against the fate of 
weakness, and for freedom.

WOMEN’S PROTEST MEETING Land of 


Appeals for Some Positive Action 


Mrs. Winston Churchill, wife of the Prime 
Minister, was among the many who sent messages 
to the meeting held at the Wigmore Hall, Wigmore 
Street, W.1, last week by the Federation of Women 
Zionist of Great Britain to protest against the mass 
murder of Jews on the Continent. 

_, In the course of her letter, Mrs. Churchill said: 

I write to associate myself with you all in your 
grief, and I pray that your meeting may help to 
keep the attention of the British people focussed 
upon the terrible events which have occurred and 
are impending in Nazi Europe.” 

The meeting was attgnded by non-Jewish as well as 
Jewish women, and was presided over by Mrs. Sicff. 
She announced that before she herself moved the 
protest resolution, Lady Simon (wife of the Lord 
Chancellor) wished to make a statement. 

Lady Simon said she game to that meeting with 
a great sob in her throat, for she had thought of all 
the sufferings of the Jewish people. But it had 
cheered her to think that the British people were 
now going to take up this question and see that it 
was properly dealt with. She then read the 
declaration of the Allics which had been made that 
day in the Houses of Parliament, and said she 
was delighted at the support which it received from 
every member. It was the rising of the British 
people that would help to stop this horrible 
persecution 

rging the Governments 

Mis. Sicfl, speaking as President of the Federa- 
tion 6of Women Zionists of Great Britain and 
ircland and Chairman of the Women’s Inter- 
national Zionist Organisation, said that it was for 
them to urge their own Government and the 
Governments of the Allied Nations to do everything 
in their power to strengthen the resistance of those 
in Europe who were resisting, to help in the escape 
Of those who could escape, and to open wide the 


doors ta all who could manage to reach their 
shores. 
She moved a resolution, not only protesting 


against the happenings in Europe, but also calling 
strongly on the Government to take every possible 
sicp for the succour of those who escaped, particu- 
larly the children, and with particular reference to 


Palestine. 

Dr. Edith Summerskill, M.P., seconded. She 
described the scene in the House of Commons, 
which would prove historic. The House, which was 
a tairly tull House, listened attentively to Mr. Eden 
ind then rose spontaneously to pay homage to the 
Jewish people. An older member of the House had 
told her that this was, as far as he knew, only done 
in. the case of the death of a Sovereign. 

She agreed with the meeting that further action 
must be taken. It seemed to her that in spite of 
difhculties, there was only one Home tor the Jews, 
and that was Palestine. She hoped that there would 
g0 forth from that meeting a demand that for those 
Jews who had managed to escape the Nazi persecu- 
tion some friendly Government would immediately 
open its doors and offer real hospitality. 

Miss Nancy Adam (Woman Officer of the T.U.C.) 
said she was wholeheartedly in support of the 


resolution. 

Other speakers were Lady Reading and Mrs. 
Edith Eder. 

Ihe resolution was. adopted, and the meeting 


stood tor a few moments as a mark of thei sorrow.

up of Palestine as a haven for refugees. At the 


same time, it is opposed to the establishment of a 
Jewish State and the creation of a Jewish Army 
under a Jewish flag. 


GEWERKSHAFTEN PLEDGES A 
MILLION DOLLARS 


The conference of the “ Gewerkshaften Cam- 
paign”’ held in New York recently decided to 
raise $1,000; for constructive work in Palestine 
during the current year. 

The conference passed a resolution appealing to 
President Roosevelt to save European Jewry and 
to mete out retribution immediately for the Nazi 
crimes.

ARAB PRESS UNMOVED 
No Word of Sympathy 


The fact that no word of sympathy for the Jews 
in their grievous sufferings has been uttered by the 
Palestinian Arab press, which seems to be con- 
cerned only with maintaining Arab predominance 
in the country, has been bitterly commented on in 
the Hebrew newspapers. 

“ The Nazi slaughter,’ an editorial in the Labour 
daily, Davar, states, “ has found only a very slight 
echo in the Arab press. Even the mourning of the 
Yishuv was mentioned only in a casual manner, 
and not a single article in all the Arab newspapers 
has been devoted to the unprecedented mass 
murders in Europe. 

* Instead,”’ the paper continues, “ the Arab press 
is yelling with indignation over American sympathy 
expressed in speeches and memoranda by Mr. 
Wendell Willkie and other prominent Americans, 
and special attention is being given to the recent 
speech by Dr. Weizmann. One Arab journalist 
even went so far as to see in the outcry of Jewish 
despair nothing but * political trading,’ and to allege 
that the Jews deliberately kept silent in the face of 
no less suffering endured by other nations. This 
allegation means that condolences expressed to the 
Jews are tufned immediately by these Arab journal- 
ists into an accusation that the Jews are over- 
emphasising their own sufferings and belitting 
those of others. In their view Jews must remain 
silent. No matter whether they are being beaten, 
whether they are being annihilated, they must be 
silent because any outcry to the world must 
necessarily end with an appeal to save the remnants 
by granting them shelter in the only land which is 
able to absorb and to shelier them. 

“ The Jewish catastrophe,” continues the paper, 
‘is a world catastrophe and not mercly a problem 
of the relations between two peoples. It ts, there- 
fore, the duty of the world to intervene and to find 
a fundamental solution. This is not political game 
or trading. As great as the catastrophe is, so deep, 
radical, and comprehensive must be the solution. 
The advice given by the Arab press that other 
places should be found for that solution ts netther 
new nor sincere. Many have tried it in vain. The 
problem can, however, be solved and the soiution 
will bring no harm to the Arabs in the future, just 
as no harm was done to them in the past.” 

An editorial in Hasoxer declares that the Arab 
world is conducting an unwise policy trom the 
standpoint of vital Arab interests when refusing to 
accemt the Zionist point of view. | 


Protests Against Pro-Zionist Memorandum 


-The Mayors of Jenin, Nablus, and Tulkarem have 
held a meeting, the Arab press reports, to discuss 
the memorandum in support of the establishment 
of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine which was 
recently submitted to President Roosevelt by 62 
American Senators and 182 members of the House 
of Representatives. 

At the meeting it was decided to send memoranda 
protesting against this action to the High Com- 
missioner and the United States Consul-General. 

Messages of protest have been telegraphed to the 
High Commissioner by the Mayors of Gaza and 
Mejdal. Shops in Gaza were closed for an hour 
as a sign of protest. 


UNITY THE FIRST NEED 


Preliminary measures for the establishment of a 
Jewish Government are urged in a resolution passed 
by the Revisionist Supreme Committee in Tel-Aviv, 
reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

The resolution demands that a Jewish Army to 
take part in the invasion of Nazi Europe be created 
and that the Jews be given representation on the 
United Nations Committee to investigate Nazi 
war crimes. Finally, it appeals to all Jewish insti- 
tutions throughout the world to establish a united 
Jewish front which later may lead to the formation 
of a Jewish Government 


OLD YISHUV WAR FUND 
North London Conference 


Dayan H. M. Lazarus, who presided over a 
conference held recently at the Communal Hall, 
Stamford Hill, attended by representatives of a 
number of Synagogues, Rabbis, and communal 
workers, stated that the gathering was convened 
** to answer the call of the Old Yishuv in Palestine.” 
He read messages from the Chief Rabbi and the 
President of the Board of Deputies expressing good 
wishes fof the success of the conference. 

Dayan Lazarus spoke of their duty to remember 
the leaders of the Torah and the captains of exiled 
communities who have found refuge in the Holy 
Land, and to think of their great men and the insti- 
tutions of the Old Yishuv who were not able to 
maintain themselves. They were the guarantors 
that Palestine would remain Eretz Yisrael and not 
Eretz Canaan. 

It Had. therefore, been decided to ask British 
Jewry to respond to the urgent appeals for help 
which had reached these shores from the important 
institutions and welfare centres of the Holy Land. 
The plight of the Old Yishuv was indeed a desperate 
one. The responsibilities had been greatly in- 
creased by the large influx, especially of renowned 
scholars and their students, who had escaped from 
Hitler Europe. 

After Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld, Rabbi_A. I. 
Twerski, Rabbi S. J. Rabinow, and Mr. M. A. 
Retter (Hon. Secrétary of the War Fund) had 
spoken, a North London Regional Committee 
under the joint chairmanship of Mr. W. Schiff an 
Rabbi Rabinow, was appointed, and Mr. Retter 1n- 
formed the meeting that a conference under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Israel Feldman would be con- 
vened early in January.

Visit to Refugee Hostel 


N a bleak December day the Old Vicarage at 

Tyler's Green, in Buckinghamshire, could be 

pardoned for not looking its best. From its 
deep brick porch, the vista of trees and meadows 
in which horses crop is sad and wintry: sodden 
earth, trees that wave gaunt bare branches to a 
leaden sky, and ferns, once green but now brown 
and dank as they fall quietly in decay round their 
own roots. 

Yet the Hostel in the Old Vicarage very quickly 
transforms the mood of the visitor, once inside its 
friendly doors. In it is a happy family consisting 
of 26 refugee boys whose ages range from § to 16. 
They are under the superintendence of a warden 
and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Baer, a Hebrew teacher,

and two efficient refugee houschold helpers, who 
bake and sew and still find plenty of time to explain 
all these processes to the children, who troop into 
the kitchen or sewing room when they come out of 
the village school near by. 

Some of the older boys attend schools in Migh 
Wycombe and some are already learning a trade. 
One boy has gained a scholarship to a London 
technical school, and of the six boys who have 
‘ outgrown ” the hostel since tts occupation three 
years ago, three are farming in Scotland, 

The grey walls of the house must indeed register 
polmte surprise at the change that has come in its 
occupants. Here is no clerical family with a daily 
life intimately bound up with the little church across 
the shrubbery. True, the bustie-of baking the 
challas for Shabbat is still liable to be interrupted 
on a Thursday morning by the sexton of the church, 
who has walked across the courtyard to fetch from 
the Old Vicarage kitchen the water he needs for 
cleaning the church. 

But this now is the only link that remains, and 
as the boys scamper over the flagged pavement 
towards the garden (almost unctuously parading 
its winter vegetables, sprouts, leeks, and celery, 
and its carefully husbanded promise of spring

greens) they scarcely glimpse towards the church 
that flanks their playground. For they are bound 
for an even more excitng goal than the bare space 
in which football and other games are played. At 
the far end of the garden, through a leafy path, 
there lies a deep ravine covered in thorn bushes, 
blackberries, and tall. wild flowers. There is a 
cave cut out of the side of the hill, and what boy 
can resist such a paradise in which to play wild 
Indians? Certainly the boys of the Tyler's Green 


Hostel make the best possible use of this gift to. 


their adventurous spirit. 

While, amid their shouts and squeals of mingled 
pleasure and excitement, the visitor walks slowly 
back through the kitchen garden towards the well- 
kept house that has afforded asylum to these little 
innocent victims of a terrible world crime, the fact 
that it is December ts once more apparent nd yet 
—what is that in the path at the edge of the ever- 
It is December and the skies are 
grey, but nestling among the dark leaves are some 
violets growing bravely, .sweet and fresh and 
fragrant. 

This is no modern miracle, but it may well be 
taken as an omen and a token. The little children 
who are rescued from the unspeakable horrors ol 
Europe, they too are violets miraculously growing, 
blooming and flourishing in the love that mankind 
still mercifully possesses. 

And in the old grey ‘English house under the 
December skies, with the rooks cawing in the naked 
elms, as in the warm, genial sunshine of Palestine, 
the children who are saved from Europe will grow 
like the violets that this year have come in mid- 
winter to give the world a hopeful sign that love and 
care of God's little ones is after all eternal.

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HATIKVAH

BOUT a month ago there was some corre- 
spondence in that famous daily news- 
paper THe Times about the origin of a 

popular song, *“ For He's a Jolly Good Fellow,” 
and it occurred to me that you might like to know 
about the song which is now regarded as our 
national song, Hatikvah”™ (° The Hope”), by 
the poet Naftali Imber. 

Imber was born in Galicia in 1856. He received 
the usual Yeshivah training in Talmud and later 
started to travel. While he was in Constantinople, 
he met Laurence Oliphant, an Englishman with 
whom he found himself in great sympathy over 
the idea of a return of the Jews to the land of their 
ancestors. Together, the two men visited Palestine. 
Later, after the death of Oliphant, Imber came to 
England, where he struck up a friendship with 
Israel Zangwill, who translated one of his poems, 
“ The Watch on the Jordan,” into English verse; 
this poem you can read in the Chief Rabbi's 
* Book of Jewish Thoughts.” 

imber wrote * Hatikvah while he was still a 
young man, and the poem appealed to the people 
because of its hopeful sentiment. The music, too, 
is appealing and, like all popular songs, easy 
enough of rhythm to be picked up and sung by 
crowds.

The song itself was first adopted as the Zionist 
anthem at the end of the nineteenth century. The 
Original manuscript its now in the Hebrew Univyer- 
sity Library, on Mount Scopus in Palestine. 

Imber left England and went to the United 
States, where he supported himself by writing 
various articles in magazines and papers. Once, 
when he was il! in the Beth Israel hospital, a con- 
cert was given to the patients, and one of the artrsts, 
hearing that the poct was there, ended the pro- 
gramme with the song “ Hatikvah,”” much to the 
poet's joy. Imber died in October, 1909. 

Here is a translation, by Nina Salaman, of the 
first part of “ Hatikvah”’: 

“While ever yet unchanged within his breast, 

The inmost heart of Israel. yearns, 
And still towards the borders of the East 

His loving gaze to Zion turns, 
So long our hope will never die, 

Yea, this, our hope through ages felt, 
Back to our fathers’ land to fly, 

Home to the height where David dwelt. 


“Hearken, O brothers, when our prophets call, 
Where you in lands of darkness grope, 
For when the last of Israel's sens shall fall, 
Only within him shall fall our hope.”

MR. VICTOR SHAPIRA 


By the death last week of Mr. Victor Shapira the 
New Synagogue, Stamford Hill, has lost a respected 
warden and member of its Education and Kinder- 
garten Committees, and the community a keen 
worker. He served on the Deputics, the United 
Synagogue, on Zionist organisations, and on 
the Jewish Territorial Organisation which Zangwill 
formed. He leaves a wife, son, and daughter 

Mr. J. H. Taylor writes: It is no mere cliché to 
say that his type is rare. Maskil, with a wide know- 
ledge of rabbinics and modern Hebrew literature. 
wit, staunch Zionist, communal worker, and 
generous in giving of his means—the list indicates 
his many-sidedness. He was one of the founders 
and Chairman of the Merkaz Ivri, a circle which 
met fortnightly in private houses to listen to some 
learned discourse. 


SERGEANT HILLIER FIELD, whose death 
has been announced in the Roll of Honour, is 
referred to in “ The Tower News,” the bulletin of 
the Hackney Boys’ Club, in terms of high praise for 
the services he gave to the club as manager and 
Hon. Secretary, and for his many years’ work as 
manager atethe West Central Boys’ Club and his 
keen interest in the club movement generally. He 
joined the Territorial Army before the war. A 
memorial service, held at the club, in Martello 
Street, London Fields, was conducted by the Revs. 
A. Melinek and C. Kowalski. 


DR. SALOMON HILDESHEIMER (Tel-Aviv) 
was a well-known ophthalmic surgeon, an enthusi- 
astic Zionist, and an ardent lover of music, for the 
development of which he strove in Palestine. He 
was a grandson of the famous Rabbi Esricl 
Hildesheimer. 


MR. M. MARCUS (Cork), aged 48, was for 
many years President of the Hebrew Congregation, 
President of the Board of Guardians and of the 
Chevra Kadisha. He leaves a wile, sons, and 
daughter. 


MIRS. OLGA RABINOWICZ (New York), aged 
77. was the widow of “ Shalom Aleichem.” She 
organised the author's lecture tours in various 
countries and supervised the publication of his 
books before and after his death. 


MIR. ABRAHAM SABEL (East Ham), aged 7), 
was one of the founders of the East Ham and 
Manor Park Synagogue and served the congrega- 
tion as Vice-President and later as President. He 
took a keen interest in the Synagogue religion 
classes and was a warm supporter of many chart- 
table institutions. A tribute has been received 
from the Rev. Isaac Miller. 


MIR, TAYLOR (Manchester), aged 73, 
was one of the oldest Zionists in Manchester—a 
member of the Chovevi Zion movement, and an 
early member of the Manchester Zionist Associa- 
tion and of the O.A.M. (being a Trustee and 
Treasurer of the Mount Lebanon Beacon). He was 
also a Trustee of the Dr. Herzl Lodge of the Order 
Achei Brith, the Holy Law Congregation, and the 
Holy Law-South Broughton Burial Board, and was 
a worker for the Jewish Hospital and the Talmud 
Torah Schools and the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
A tribute has been received from the Rev. 
Vilenski.

A few days later, I read in your 
columns that the Jewish Social Centre for the Forces had 
been reconstituted into a Council, under the Joint Chairman- 
ship of Sir Robert Waley Cohen and Mr. Otto Schiff. and 
that the Working Committce was to be under the Chairman- 
ship of Mr. S. Gestetner. 1 contacted Colonc! Gollop and 
told him what progress | had made in the maticr. adding that 

was fully prepared to cancel my negotiations forthwith 
as I had no dou that these genticmen would complete the 
task more cfiiciently. Coloncl Gollop reiterated his desire 
that there should not be more than one Centre, and so, 
after contacting Mr. Gestetner and informing him of my 
intentions, | recommended to the Executive Council of YT. 
that we should not proceed with our project. The recom- 
mendation was unanimously accepted. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, the dismal days of December have descended upon 
us. Fortunately for our Jewish boys and girls in the Forces,
